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CHAPTER 8

FAMILY LAW SUPPORT AND SHOW CAUSE ORDERS

8.1 The Domestic Relations Office of Travis County is hereby designated as the Registry
of the Court for all District Courts for spousal and child support payments, except for
payments ordered pursuant to all Title IV-D Agency court orders or decrees signed
on or after July 1, 2000.

Every draft of an order or decree requiring any spousal and/or child support payment,
except payments ordered pursuant to a Title IV-D Agency court order or decree
signed on or after July 1, 2000, must provide that all payments shall be made through
the Domestic Relations Office of Travis County, Texas.

Every Title IV-D Agency order or decree signed on or after July 1, 2000, requiring
child support payments must provide that all such payments be made through the
Texas Child Support State Dlsbursement Unit, P.O. Box 659791, San Antonio,
Texas, 78265-9791.

At the time any spousal or child support is ordered, except payments ordered
pursuant to a Title IV-D Agency court order or decree, the party who is to receive the
support must provide to the Domestic Relations Office an Intake Sheet containing
the information required by that office. After the order or decree is signed, such
party shall deliver to the Domestic Relations Office a conformed copy of the order or
decree.

The provisions of this rule are effective immediately.
